“FANATICAL,” SAYS MAYOR 


Chief Has Little to Say, but Is Keep- 
ing His Men Busy---Police Com- 
mittee Will Meet Thursday. 


Rather than cease his tireless cru- 
sade against vice Chief James L. 
Beavers, Atlanta's reform police chief 
tain. would send his resignation to the 
police commission. 

Mayor Woodward told the chief at 
their conference Friday that his cru- 
fade was fanatical and advised him to 
let up. The chief asked the mayor if 
he wanted the return of “the houses in 
our midst,” and the mayor replied that 
he wanted the situation’ handled sane- 
lv and without fanaticism. 

“IT don't think I am fanatic,’ 
chief is quoted as replying to 
mayor. “I am enforcing the law.” 

Mayor Says He Is Hands Off. 

The bold attitude of Chief Beavers 
and his declaration to “reform or re- 
sign,” caused consternation in the 
ranks of the anti-reformers, Tuesday 
morning. Mayor Woodward, following 
a conference with Alderman John E. 
McClelland and Councilman A. R. Coi- 
cord, chairman of the police commis- 
Bion, told reporters that he was “hands 
eff’ in the Beaver vice crusade: 

“Beavers wiped out the segregatcd 
district before I was -elected,” Mayor 
Woodward said. ‘It's the police com- 
missioners’ fight and not mine. I 
think they are able to run the police 
department, and if they want it run 
the way Beavers is running it it's all 
right with me.” 

The mayor says that strong pressure 
of the business element of Atlanta 
caused him to request Chief Beavers 
to deal with the vice situation, partic- 
ularly the boarding house proposition, 
Banely and in a less spectacular man- 
ner. He said that it has been repre- 
sented to nim that the attitude of the 
Police tewards hotels and boarding 
houses is causing a loss to owners aid 
proprietors. 

“Police Cammittee Meets Thursday. 

The police committee of council will 
nmieet Thursday, anc the crucial mo- 
ment in the vice crusade will be 
reached. Chairman A, R, Colcord will 
make known his policy. He has prac- 
tically the same views as Mayor 
Woodward as to legalized vice. The 
mayoris plainly in favor of strict seg- 
regation under strict police regulation. 

Chairman Colcord has views at va- 
riance with Chief Beavers in the mat- 
ter of boarding house permits. He 
takes the position that former inmates 
of the district should be given an ab- 
s0lutely square deal, and not hounded 
from the city. 

Alderman McClelland its opposed to 
giving Chief Beavers power to dictate 
to the police committee who ghall re- 
ceive boarding house permits and who 
shall not. 

The police committee has taken the 
power from the chief by deciding to 
make its own investigations. 
plies to applications for near 
mits and locker club licenses. 


Mason Is in Control. 


Chairman Carlos Mason, of the po- 
lice commission, hag the whole situa- 
tion in the palm of his hands.: He 
has the almost unanimous support of 
the police commisstoners. He is going 
to be re-elected chairman in April, and 
will be In a position to practically dic- 
tate the policy of the beard. 

Chairman slason is lukewarm to- 
wards Chief Beavers and his crusade. 
He Was one of the most ardent of 
Aldine Chambers’ supporters, and when 
Chief Beavers precipitated the vice 
crusade in the midst of the mavoralty 
campaign, Chairman Mason was one 
of the first to denounce the crusade 
as being the instrument which caused 
the defeat of Mr. Chambers. 

Members of council who are. op- 
posed to the Beavers crusade say there 
will be nothing doing until the news- 

apers stop printing every move that 
af, made. 


When Chief Beavers was asked if 
he told Mayor Woodward that he 
would resign rather than cease his 
crusade, he smiled and explained that 
he had determined not to enter any 
newspaper controversy with the mayor 
or any other member of the city gov- 
ernment.

Widow of Confederate General 
Denies Young Sickles’ Statement 


Says She Got Position as Postmaster 
Through Roosevelt, Not Through 
General Sickles. 


Gainesville, Ga., January 28.—(Spe- 
eail.)—Incensed by the charge 
by Stanton Sickles, of New York, that 
his father, General Sickles, had se- 
cured the position of postmaster at 
Gainesville for her, Mrs. Longstreet, 
the widow of the famous confederate 
general, late tonight gave out a vehe- 
ment denial. 

In a public interview in New York 


today Stanton Sickles said that his 


postmastership, and that there- 
fore “if she passes the plate around 
the south” it would be only a return 
for a favor extended in the past. He 
also stated thet Miss Wilmerding, 
General Sickles’ ward, would be the 
only one benefited by whatever Mrs, 
Longstreet might succeed in collect- 
ing 

While denouncing the charges made 
oy Stanton, however, she declared that 
this would in no way affect her atti- 
tude towards the needs of the union 
general, and that she was certain the 
south stood ready to give him all thé 
aid in its power, and that she was not 
only ready but willing to lead the 
campaign in accordance to the mes- 
e wired to him last night. 
No Truth in Statement. 

“There 1s absolutely no truth in the 
statement made by Mr. Stanton 
Sickles,’ she declared. “It is con- 
temptible of him to say what he did. 
His father did not help me get my 
place; he did not even know that I 
wanted the position. 

“My place was given to me direct 
by President Roosevelt, and nobody 
else had anything to do with it. There 
were no people working in my be- 
half. There were no petitions asking 
that I be named. 

‘Colonel Roosevelt knew me when 
{ was in Washington and he knew 
that I was capable of holding the 
place. And so, when my husband dled 
and 1 wired him asking the appoint- 
ment, he did not hesitate. He had 
always proved a friend .to me and he 
fave me this position, and at once. 

“As to this young Stanton, I don’t 
know him. I don’t know General 
Sickles’ ward, and I don’t know his 
housekeeper.

N STRIKE RIOT 


AT TRUST PLANT

Steel Combine Strikers and Depu- 
lies in Pitched Baitle 


ONE KILLED AND 12 INJURED 


Several of ihe Wounded Will Die. 
Women and a Baby Are Among 
Wounded. 


Pittsburg, Pa, January 28.—Deputy 
sheriffs and strikers from the Rankin 
Plant of the American Steel and Wire 
company, a subsidiary of the United 
States Steel corporation, clashed today, 
and one man was killed and twelve 
persons injured, several fatally. All 
the wounded, except two deputy sheriffs 
and a policeman, were spectators. 
Among the injured are several women 
and a six-months-old child. 

The deputy sheriffs and strikers col- 
lided in one of the principal streets of 
Rankin borough, which adjoins this 
city. The county officers, armed with 
revolvers and-:rifies, and the strikers, 
armed with revolvers and stones, bat- 
tled for one hour -within an area of 
two squares. 

The rioting and shooting ended when 
the deputy sheriffs retreated within the 
fence of the mill. 

The dead man, George Kozley, was 
shot twice in the stomach. 

Most of Strikers Foreigners. 

The strike started less than a week 
ago. Most of the strikers are foreign- 
ers employed as laborers. They are 
paid at the rate of 19 cents an hour. 
They are demanding 30 cents an hour. 
The first outbreak occurred last Sat- 
urday night, when strikers and police- 
men of Rankin clashed. Nine persons 
were injured, a majority of them offi- 
cers. Many shots were fired without 
effect. 

Sunday was quiet, owing to the pres- 
ence of Sheriff Judd Bruff, of Allegheny 
county, with a large force of deputies. 
During Saturday night, however, the 
strikers took possession of the hills 
surrounding Rankin borough, building 
bonfires. Ocoasionally shots were di- 
toward the yards of the mill. 


Early Monday morning the deputy 
sheriffs dispersed the strikers, extin- 
guished the fires, and Sheriff Bruff is- 
sued an order closing all saloons. This 
was followed later by the probably 
fatal stabbing of a deputy sherif, 
whose asailant escaped. 

Today Burgess J. Knox Milligan, of 
Rankin, issued a proclamation declar- 
ing the borough in a state of riot and 
fixing a “dead line” of 300 yards around 
the plant, warning all children from 
the streets, and continuing the order 
to keep all saloons closed. 


WASHINGTON TRIP 
TERMINED TOUAY 


Canvassing Committees Will Hold 
Meeting This After- 
noon. 


This afternoon's meeting of the citi- 
zens’ campaign committees will prob- 
ably tell the story of whether Atlan- 
ta's militia will go to Washington to 
attend the inauguration of Governor 
Woodrow Wilson as president of the 
United States. 

These committees have been can- 
vassing for subscriptions since Monday 
afternoon in an effort to raise the 
necessary $16,000 to defray the ex- 
penses of the trip for the Fifth regi- 
ment and other ‘Atlanta military or- 
ganizations. There are fifteen con- 
mittees, appointed by Forrest Adair at 
the citizens’ meeting Monday after- 
noon. who are working for the fund. 
This makes it necessary that each 
committee raise practically $1,000 in 
addition to the $2,500 that the military 
organizations themselves have prom- 
ised and whatever sum the city may 
give. 

Alderman John S. Candler has intro- 
duced a resolution in city council asik- 
ing that the city appropriate $2,000 for 
the trip. The resolution was referred 
to the finance committee, which will 
doubtless be able to find the money 
somewhere.

SON RACED ACROSS CONTINENT | 
ANDTRAMPED THRO’ BLIZZARD, 
BUT FOUND HIS MOTHER DEAD 


After a 3,500-mile race with death 
from Seattle, Wash., to Atlanta, Ga, 
during which he tramped for 20 miles 
through a blizzard when his train be- 
came snowbound in South Dakota, O. 
D. Edmondson reached this city yes- 
terday afternoon to find that.death-had 
beaten him by three days! 

Mrs. Maria FEdmondson, his mother, 
had died in Atlanta last Saturday, be- 
fore he had even half finished his 
spectacular race across the continent. 
She had ded within a week after 
she had arrived here to pay a visit to 
her daughter, Mrs. J. M. Savitz, of 23 
Arnold street. 

With bowed head the son was told 
the judgment of fate-—-that his race 
had been in,vain—on his arrival Tues 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock. He had 
loved his mother dearly. She was a 
widow and had lived with him in Seat- 
tle. She only left him out on the Pa- 
cific coast the early part of January 
and had promised to return after her 
Atlanta visit of a few weeks. 


She was strigken’ill soon after her 
arrival at her daughter’s home.

MISS BOWERS THROWN AND JURED 
WHILE RIDING WITH MISS HELEN TAFT 


Washington, January 28.—While 
hotseback riding today with Miss 
Taft, daughter of the president, and 
fwo other companions, Miss Martha 
Bowers, daughter of the late Solicitor 
General Lloyd Bowers, was thrown 
from her mount and her right arm 
was broken, while her horse was in- 
stantly killed in collision with a street 
car. ~Miss Taft and the others es- 
caped injury. 

The party was riding down a steep 
hill when Miss #owers’- herse became 
unmanageable and dashed away at a 
breakneck speed. The others followed, 
but could not overtake her. At the 
foot of the hill, which is In the fash- 
fonable part of the city, at Sixte®ath 
and U streets, the horse ran wildly 
into a street car, throwing Miss Bow- 
ers violently to the pavement.

Rioting All Over London 
Militant Suffragettes 


WOMEN ROUGHLY HANDLED 


Effort Made to Duck Some and Many 
Are Arrested Trying to Storm 
House of Commons. 


London, January 28.—As a protest 
against the withdrawal of the francnise 
bill by the government, the suffragists 
resumed their militant tactics tonight. 

While a deputation, which the chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, David Lloyd - 
George, had refused to see until to- 
morrow morning, was trying to force 
its way into parliament against an 
overwhelming force of police, and wom- 
en were being arrested for resisting 
the officers, the other bands of women 
went through Whitehall breaking 
windows of the government offices, and 
through Cockspur street, where the 
great plate glass windows in the es- 
tabliskments of shipping compantes 
were ruthlessly smashed. 

Mail Boxes Attacked. 

The women also visited Oxford, Re- 
gent and other streets in the shopping 
district, where similar damage was 
done. Later, mail boxes were attacked, 
quantities of liquid being poured into 
them. 

In the outlying suburbs, too, the suf- 
fragettes damaged property. 

Twenty-one women were arrested in 
the vicinity of the parliament building. 
but were allowed out on bail after the 
house rose. Most of the police sta- 
tions had one or more prisoners charged 
with destréying property. 

The demonstration in Whitehall was 
not as large as some of those pre- 
viously held, the force of police and 
a drenching rain militating against 
any great turn-out. The wildest ex- 
citement prevailed, however, and be- 
sides protecting property and arrest- 
ing women engaged in window smash- 
ing, or who refused to move on when 
ordered, the police had the greatest 
difficulty in protecting the women from 
an unruly crowd of youths who gath- 
ered and jostied every woman’ tess a 
ing suffragette colors. 

Tried te Duck Women. 

In several cages the women were 
roughly handled. An attempt to duck 
four of them in the fountain in Tra- 
falgar square was frustrated by a po- 
lice posse which had to ride through 
the crowd. 

The entire deputation of twenty-one 
women, who attempted to make their 
‘way into the house of commons to in- 
terview Chancellor Lloyd George was 
arrested. The prisoners included Mrs. 
Drummond ‘and ‘Sylvia Pankhurst who 
marched in front. Before starting on 
their mission, the delegates listened to *% 
addresses by Mrs. Emmeline Pank- 
hurst and other leaders. 

Mrs. Pankhurst said the withdrawal 
of the franchise bill, including the 
speaker’s ruling, was a plot decided on 
long ago, and Premier Asquith was 
aware of it. 

“The answer to this treachery,” 
said is ‘militancy.’ ” 

Sylvia Pankhurst declared their in- 
tention was to hold the speaker in the 
chair and leave Mr. Asquith on the 
bench and with this the. deputation 
started. The police gave them safe 
escort as far as the entrance of par- 
liament, when an inspector informed 
them that the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer would be unable to see them 
until morning. 

Threw Themselves at Police. 

Mrs. Drummond retorted. “This is 
tomfoolery. If you do not let us in 
there will be trouble.” 

At that, the members of the deputa- 
tion threw themselves at the police, 
who stood six deep across the en- 
trance, and in the scramble Mrs.

' The threatened suit grew out of the 
‘fatal burning of Lee’s wife a few weeks 
|ago, when a can of Kerosene oil she 
(had in her hand exploded while she 
was pouring some oil on the kitchen 
fire to make it burn briskly. she re- 
,ceived burns from which she died in 
/a few hours. An investigation of-the 
‘oil revealed that the entire tankful cf 
ithe retail merchant was defective. it 
failed to stand the state explosive test, 
and, on analysis, was found to conta:n 
; both benzine and gasoline. The com, 
| pany stated in its agreement to a com- 
/promise that it did not assume that it 
'was liable for any damage resulting 
'from the oil, as the purpose for which 
it was used would have caused any 
| kerosene to explode. However, they 
istated that they wished to avoid a longs 
‘drawn out legal battle, and would 
l rather settle on the basis mentioned 
above than fight the case. Jim IHiall, 
the negro used the oil for the sam« 
purpose that Mrs. Lee did, and ws 
(burned as a result, but not fatally.

NEEDED--A FRIEND. 


Because of councilmanic niggardliness 
or, at the best, inexcusable lack of business 
ability, the young women of Atlanta who 
depend upon the English Commercial High 
school for an equipment for earning their 
livelihood are in all probability doomed for 
another year to spend five hours of eacn 
school day in insanitary, dingy and cramp- 
ed surroundings. Such is the effect of the 
action of the finance committee and of 
council in making no provision for even a 
beginning of the new plant for this city 
institution. 

The Constitution does not question che 
worth of many of the improvements cared 
for originally in the apportionment sheer, 
nor of those subsequently added under the 
guise of “anticipated revenue.” All and 
singular they are symptoms, as they are 
the penalties, of growth such as any pro- 
gressive municipality must expect and pre- 
pare to meet. 

The campaign, however, in behalf of a 
decent home for the commercial branch of 
the Girls’ High school is not a new one. '!t 
was launched three years ago, and at even 
that time its need was urgent. This means 
that six sessions of finance - committees 
have, in their turn, passed upon the prob- 
lem and played with or ignored it accord- 
ing to circumstances. It is true that a lot 
has been purchased for the new school, a 
cash payment made and arrangements sanc- 
tioned for paying interest on deferred in- 
stallments. 

That is as near consummation as the 
project has ever come. The need for che 
new school has, in the meantime, become 
imperative. It requires no elaborate argu- 
ment to prove the beneficence of the school 
itself. Since its establishment, as an ad- 
junct of the academic high school, it has 
supplied hundreds of Atlanta’s young wom- 
en with a thoroughgoing business educa- 
tion. It has given to them weapons with 
which effectively to fight the battle of life, 
to support themselves and, often, many 
others dependent upon their efforts. 

At present, 230 girls are taking advan- 
tage of the institution’s opportunities. [1 
is a practical certainty that next Septem. 
ber the school will be physically unable .to 
accommodate the increased attendance that 
comes to it from the various other educa 
tional branches. Girls whose parents pay 
taxes will be denied the right of a business 
education. And even those fortunate enough 
to gain admission will be educated in an 
unhealthy environment and under adverse 
conditions. 

The long neglect of this school is an 
indictment of our entire administrative pro- 
cedure, and it is well nigh an indefensible 
one. Surely, in the three years that have 
lapsed since the question's first agitation 
enough money could have been pruned frorn 
other projects to provide the school’s needs! 
This municipal] stinginess, which trifles with 
the city’s obligations and with the rights 
of the next generation, must cease. 

Haven't the working girls of Atlanta 
friends in or out of council powerful enougn 
and conscientious enough to take care of 
their interests?

The estimate of damages originally ran 
even higher than the sum here set forth, 
the barracks being later deducted, as their 
destruction was assumed to be a legitimate 
act of war.

Yet apathy, or failure, to sense 
the bigness of the event, threatens to con- 
fine Atlanta’s showing at the induction of 
the first democratic president in twenty 
years to the small element of the citizen- 
soldiery willing to pay its own expenses. 

It is not yet too late to prevent this out- 
right reversal of civic reputation and civic 
pride. Prominent business men are now 
circulating through the city with petitions 
There should be such a 
wholesale response as will at once raise 
the reproach now resting upon Atlanta.

Journals and Records Were Lost.

The executors of father’s estate 
thought that they had discharged their 
whole duty by permitting the old house- 
keeper to have charge of the children.

the true reason for the loss of 
very valuable records and data describing 
incidents of the revolution at first hand. I 
have no doubt that my father left a more 
accurate and detailed statement of these in- 
cidents than had been prepared by any other 
person who took part in the war of the 
revolution. He had especial 
doing this. He marched with the Con- 
necticut troops to take part in the battle 
of Bunker Hill. Zach day he wrote in his 
journal everything of importance that had 
happened. He afterward became aide-de- 
camp to General Washington. And during 
all of the revolutionary war he kept an ac- 
eurate daily journal. He never destroyed a 
paper, and at the time of his death there 
were two monstrous chests, as I remember, 
about five feet long and perhaps three wide, 
were filled with journals and cor- 
respondence. These were all as accurately 
filed as are the archives of any court of 
record. 

“If our good old ‘Mama Betsey’ could 
have had the slightest idea of the impor- 
tance of these documénts, she would not 
have allowed me -and my brothers and sis- 
ters to make playthings of them. 

“We actually destroyed most of these rec- 
ords because we used them as playthings. 
I remember well one way in which we de- 
stroyed them. My father had had blank 
books made and between the two sheets or 
pages there had been bound a sheet of blot- 
ting paper. We children thought that blot- 
ting paper was a splendid thing to play 
with. Therefore we often Went to the 
chests, took out these journals, and actually 
tore out and destroyed the written manu- 
script pages so that there would only be 
left the blotting paper pages. 

“These we presented to our playmates at 
school. The children were very glad to re- 
ceive one of these blotting paper. books. 
And in this way every one of these journals, 
with a single exception, was destroyed, we 
children not knowing the value of these 
documents. I am sure they would have fur- 
nished a wonderfully interesting and im- 
portant story of those times.”

THE CHRISTIAN 
: ERA 


There has been considerable misunder- 


standing among ancient chronologers as to 
the birth of Christ, and this is the reason, 
unfortunately, there was no one fixed or 
universally established era. Different coun- 
tries reckoned by different eras, which num- 
bers are embarrassing and their commence- 
ments not always easily to be adjusted or 
reconciled to each other, and it was not until 
A. D. 532 that the Christian era was invented 
by Dionysius the Less, a Scythian by birth 
and a Roman abbot, who flourished in the 
reign of Justinian. 

Dionysius began his era with the year of 
our Lord’s Incarnation and Nativity, 753, 
after the founding of Rome, or the forty- 
fifth of the Julian era. And at an earlier 
period Panodorus, an Egyptian monk, who 
flourished under the Emperor Arcadius, A. 
D. 395, had dated the Incarnation in the 
Same year. But by some mistake or miscon- 
ception of his meaning Bede, who lived in 
the next century after Dionysius adopted his 
year of the Nativity, 753 years after the 
founding of Rome, yet began the Vulgar 
era, which he first introduced the year after 
and made it commence January 1, 754, which 
was an alteration for the worse, as making 
the Christian era recede further from the 
true year of the Nativity. The Vulgar era 
began to prevail in the west about the time 
of Charles Martel and Pope Gregory IIL, A. 
D. 730, but it was not established until the 


time of Pope Eugenius IV., A. D. 1431, who 
ordered this error to be used in the public 
registers. 

Dionysius was led to date the year of the 
Nativity, 753 years after the founding of 
Rome, from the Evangelist Luke’s account 
that John the Baptist began his ministry in 
the fifteenth year of the reign of Tiberius 
Caesar, and that Jesus at his baptism was 
about thirty years of age. But this date of 
the Nativity is at variance with Matthew's 
aceount, that Christ was born before Herod's 
death, which followed shortly after his mas- 
Sacre of the infants at Bethlehem. 

Christ’s birth, therefore, could not have 
been earlier than 748 after Rome's founding 
and later than 749. And if we assume the 
latter year as most confirmable to the whole 
tenor of Sacred History, with Chrysostom, 
Petavius, Prideaux, Playfair, etc., this would 
give Christ's age at his baptism at about 
thirty-four years, which is contrary to 
Luke's account. 

In a subsequent table, Mr. Hales 
the result of the computations made by the 
différent chronologists, ancient and modern, 
to fix the true year of the Nativity, as ac- 
commodated to what is called “the Vulgar,” 
or popularly accepted Christian Era. The 
range is through: no less than ten years, 
from B. C. 7 to A. D. 3. His own conclusion, 
supported by Prideaux and Playfair, is in 
favor of the year B. C. 5. Somewhat more 
commonly at the present time it is put at 
mo. 4, 

In modern times, thanks to the efforts of 
&reat astronomers and chronologists, Kep- 
ler, Ideler and Munter, the year 747 or 748 
following the founding of Rome has found 
the greatest favor as the year of the Wise 
Men's star. But since people have come 
back from their enthusiasm for the dis- 
covery of this conjunction to a more faith- 
ful regard for the Gospels, it has always 
commended itself afresh, to place the birth 
of Jesus at latest in the first beginning of 
the year 750, before the death of King 
Herod. . 

It seems remarkable, in view of the 
great amount of history that is to be had 
regarding the period in which the birth of 
Christ occurred, that scholars have been un- 
able to figure out the actual year in which 
it occurred.

British Museum Books = ‘ 


(From Chambers’ Journal.) 

It is quite a popular belief that the British 
museum's library contains all the books pub- 
lished. 

This is indeed a long way from the truth— 
just about three-quarters of the truth and 
nothing more. In other words, even of the 
books published in this country since the 
invention of printing the museum library has 
only about 75 per cent. 

Each year, however, the percentage is 
being increased by purchases in the matter of 
old books and by gift in the case of new 
books under the copyright law. 

However much authors and publishers 
grudge the copies of their books that have to 
be presented to other copyright libraries few, 
if any grudge, the copy that has to be pree- 
sented to the museum library. 

The Literary Lady of Bloomsbury cannot 


| be described as inexpensive; rather the. oppo- 
| site, 


in fact. as she required. including the 
Natural History museum, nearly £180,000 last 
year, or nearly as much as all the other pub- 
lic libraries tn the country together spent on 
books throughout the same period. 

The museum and its library have under- 
gone various vicissitudes since it was first 
founded in 1753 by the purchase of the cal- , 
lection of books of Sir Hans Sloane for £20,- 
000. No one would attempt to estimate the 
value of its literary contents now, too many 
of them are priceless, but it has steadily 
grown year after year. 

As it expanded it got rid of the natural 
history section, and within recent years the 
newspaper department has been established 
at Hendon, where another sum in acreage 
and tonnage is waiting to be worked out by 
the curious student. 

The whole history and work of the insti- 
tution bristles with statistical and other 
problems. Here is one: What would be the 
annual value of the autographs on the appli- 
cation: forms received from famous readers? 
The total for the years that are gone would 
be enormous when it is remembered that 
every famous man of letters and many others 
both famous and infamous in other walks of 
life, have made use of the museum library at 
one time or another.

BY U. S. TROOPS 


War Depaftment Receives De- 
tails of Recent Battle in 
Philippines. 


Washington, January 28.—Forty or 


fifty Moros died in the struggle which | 


took place in the Philippines, six miles 
west of the city of Jolo, last Thurs- 
day, details of which have just 
reached the war department in a re- 
port Major General Bell, commanding 


the Philippine division. 

Following up his proclamation of 
two years ago, ordering the disarm- 
ing of all of the natives of the Jolo 
group, General Pershing, according to 
the report, dispatched Co'one) Khan 
Swift, of the Taig. A cavalry, to cicar 
up the country in the neighborhood 
of Jolo. An expedition was organ- 
ized under command of Patrick Me- 
Nally, captain of the Philippine 
Scouts, who lost his life in the fight 
which followed. The expedition con- 
sisted of the Fourteenth, Thirty-first 
and Fortieth companies of Philippine 
Scouts, a detachment of, American 
troops with a field gun and some Moro 
Philippine constabulary, making prob- 
ably a full batallion of troops. 

This force was sent against a cotta, 
six miles west of Jolo, where a large 
band of Moros had been a standing 
menace to the city and the garrison 
at Taglibi for a long time. The Moros 
had not hesitated to attack the Ameri- 
can troops in camp, and it was decid- 
ed to break the power of the chief, 
Sahipa. The Moro position was strong- 
ly defended by walls, bamboo entan- 
glements ahd deep ditches.

S. Barrett, of Union City, Ga., 
president of the National Farmers’ 
union, an organization with branches 
in twenty-one states and 3,000,000 
members, appeared heading a delega- 
tion, including A. C. Davis, Rogers, 
Ark.; Peter Radford, Fort Worth, 
Texas, president .Texas State union, 
'R. L. Barnett, Paducah, Ky., secretary- 
‘treasurer Kentucky State union; A. F. 
Swift, Baker, Ore., Oregon State union, 
and Professr T. J. Brooks, professor 
of markets and economics, Mis- 
sissipp: State Agricultural apd Me- 
Chanical college. 

Professor Brooks, spokesman for the 
Farmers’ union delegation, said the 
farmers objected to the present mone- 
tary system because, he said, it led to 
concentration and undue speculation. 
He suggested a system of incorporated 
clearing houses. 

Farmers need long term loans, Pro- 
fessor Brooks said, in order that they 
may become owners instead of ten- 
ants. To meet this need, he proposed 
that postal savings banks deposits be 
made available for loans on farm 
lands and outlined a system of land 
banks to be operated entirely separate 
from commerclal banks. 

Berry for Paper Legal 

The issue of paper legal 
based government, state.and 
nicipal and backed by a gold 
reserve least 20- per cent, was 
recommended as a solution of the cur- 
rency problem by W. H. Berry, former 
treasurer of Pennsylvania.

‘reserves are but 8.2 per cent of the 
outstanding obligations of the banks. 
Unless these reserves are extended in 
some way, a panic inevitably will fol- 
low. That 8.2: per cent was about the 
breaking point of 1907, and a panic 
is now threatened. We have too much 
eredit for the cash in hand and too 
little for the needs of the country.” 

Mr. Berry proposed making the bank 
note circulation legal tender and forc- 
ing banks to surrender bonds upon 
'which they fssued these notes. Under 
examination by the committees, he 
said, he believed that a gold reserve 
of at least 20 per cent of the current 
legal tender would support the issue. 

Mr. Berry declared himself opposed 
to the Aldrich currency plan, and in- 
sisted that the present currency sys- 
tem is responsible for the “money trust,”’ 
“stock exchange gambling” and “the 
unemployment that follows restricted 
industrial activity.

Can, field secretary of the National 
Counctl of Jewish women, who spoke 
last night at the synagogue.

January 28.—The confes- 
sion of James Thorpe, the ‘world’s 
greatest athlete.”’ that he played base- 
ball as a professional during the sum- 
mer of 1909 and 1910, will result in 
a sweeping investigation of the stand- 
ing of the several other “colleze men 
from the north’ who, Thorpe says, 
played in the same league. James E. 
Sullivan, secretary of the Amateur 
Athletic union, so announced today. 

Mr. Sullivan said he had _ written 
Therpe, asking him to name the men 
thus referred to in his confession. 

“As as we receive Thorpe’s 
veply.”’ Mr. Sullivan said, “we will be- 
gin an inquiry into the records of the 
other men. If any of them are holders 
of Amateur Athletic union records or 
prizes we would have no choice but to 
declare the records off and order the 
prizes returned. We would of course 
send them to the men who were. sec- 
ond in the respective events. 

“J have written also to the proper 
authorities at the Carlisle Indian 
school, asking thm to return to me 
by express the trophies which Thorpe 
brought back from the Olympie games. 
I] also cablegram this morning 
to Christian Hellstrom, the Olympic 
commissioner at Stockholm, apprising 
him of Thorpe’s confession and noti- 
fving him that the trophies would be 
returned.” 

The tokens of Thorpe’s glory on the 
olympic field which are thus stripped 
from him and will be returned to 
Sweden are a bronze bust of the king 
of Sweden whickg Thorpe won with the 
pentathion, and the pecathlon cup, a 
mugnificent model of an ancient Vik- 
ing ship. 

“Thorpe’s case is at once one of the 
Rreatest tragedies and marvels of am- 
ateur athletics,” Mr. Sullivan said. “It 
seems incredible that he should have 
played fur two vers as a professional 
and that no one has arisen till this 
late day to say so. Of all the thou- 
sands of persons who saw him play, of 
all the sporting writers in the cities 
where he played and of all the stock- 
holders in the baseball league where 
he played, it is passing strange there 
Was not one person to say before this 
time that he was a professional.’’

cussed by the house committee on in- 
sular affiuirs but no action taken. Rep- 
resentative Murray, a member of the 
committee, declared that had ne 
Known Chairman Jones intended itv 
make a speech “charging Governor 
Forbes with being aie grafter,” he 
would have insisted on having Gov- 
ernor Forbes brought before the com- 
mittee, where he could reply to the at- 
tacks. 

“I have not charged 
Forbes with being a grafter,” 
Mr. Jones. 

“You have heen unutterably unjust 
to him in the speech you have made,” 
said Mr. Murray. Mr. Murray further 
declared many members of the insular 
committee were “wondering if it is 
wise to commit ourselves and the 
party” to the support of the Jones bill, 
which would give the Philippines in- 
dependence in eight years. 

He declared the United States shoulda 
not withdraw from the Philippines un- 
til it had made treaties of neutrality 
with other nations, so Japan could not 
seize the islands. 

Denouncing the action of Governor 
General Forbes in expending public 
his sole judgment 
seemed desirable,” Mr. Jones declared 
that “many an official has been im- 
peached for less than this.” 

Mr. Jones spoke in reply to a speech 
by President Taft at the Ohio society 
dinner in New York last Saturday, in 
which he attacked the Jones bill, and 
was quoted as saying that the passage 
of the Jones bill would result in a 
“mess and a muss.” and that the 
United States should treat the Philip- 
pines as Great Britian treats Canada 
and Australia.

Mr. Jones asserted that the govern- 
ment of the Philippines was not com- 
parable in any way to those of Canadga 
and Australia. 

“I shall undertake to prove.” he said. 
“that the government which the United 
States has imposed upon the Filipinos 
and under the dominance of which thev 
are forced to live is oligarchy of the 
most intolerable, despotic and unre- 
stricted character.” 

Twice the legislature had failed to 
pass supply bilis, Mr. Jones said, be- 
cause the lower branch had insisted 
upon reducing the salaries of members 
of the Philippine commission, and be- 
cause the commission insisted upon the 
right to appropriate large sums for the 
Benguet road, a highway built at a 
cost of several million dolalrs, through 
a mountain gorge to a resort called 
Baguie, to which the government is 
transferred from Manilla several months 
each year.

In 
that action, he declared, Governor Gen 
eral Forbes acted without the advice 
of the solicitor general and attorney 
gmeneral of the islands, and over the 
protest of Charles B. Elliott, a former 
member of the commission.

IN GEORGIA LIVE STOCK 


W. H. White, Jr., president of the 
White Provision company, and modern 
pioneer in the crusade to revive the 
beef industry in Georgia, heartily in- 
dorses the prediction of Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson that the south its 
destined to supply the nation’s beef. 

The packing house of the White 
Provision company, near Atlanta, is 
one of the most complete on its scale 
in the country. Mr, White, in the fol- 
lowing interview, cites the progress 
recently made by the industry in 
Georgia and predicts yet further ad- 
varcement. He says: 

Steady Progress. 


“I am gratified to “have the indorse- 
ment of my oft-repeated statement, 
to the effect that the south could, 
should and would become a factor In 
the meat supply of this country, of 
one so eminently qualified as is the 
Hon. James Wilson, secretary Of agri- 
culture. The business men of Georgia, 
backed by the whole people, should 
get together, discuss and seriously 
consider what it means to the state of 
Georgia toconvert Secretary Wilson's 
prediction into the real act. 

“Georgia farmers have probably 
made more headway within the past 
two or three years in the way of im- 
proving their breeds of cattle and 
shaping themselves for taking ad- 
vantage of the opportunities within 
their reach than some people thought 
would be’ made in twenty years. 

“We are now receiving in our local 
markets a goodly number of well bred 
cattle that have had feed and atten- 
tion such as is necessary where 
profitable returns are expected. Many 
farmers who formerly allowed their 
cattle to range without shelter or at- 
tention through the few cold months 
and get thin and poor, are now Sé- 
lecting the better kinds and are feed- 
ing cotton seed meal jgnd hulls through 
the winter. The result is, these farm- 
ers have their cattle in best beef con- 
dition and are sold on the market in 
Uhe spring at the top price, instead of 
having them on their hands a dis- 
grace, not only to the owner, but to 
the state. The fertilizers from these 
feed pens are worth more to the farm- 
er than ten times its commercial value 
in money or any commercial fertilizer. 

“These same farmers shelter their 
young stock, give them attention and 
light feed through the winter and 
when the fed cattle are ready for the 
market his young stock is ready for 
the fresh green pastures, which have 
been laying idle and resting through 
the winter, and his fields are ready 
for the enormous supply of barnyard 
and feed lot manure. His bank ac- 
count has been swelled by the cash re- 
turns on his cattle and he is ready 
now to begin his new crop with a 
healthy bank account and with need 
for but little commereial fertilizer, 
for which he can pay cash and obtain 
the lowest possible price. 

“He is not asking his merchant to 
carry him. He has marketed his 
spring crop in cattle and, in addition, 
has obtained the ful] value for his 
cotton seed mea] and hulls through 
the sale of his fed cattle. 


Business Men Should Wake. 


“This illustration is not fiction; it is 
truth. The business men and farmers 
of Georgia: should take to heart and 
seriously analyze the meaning of what 
Secretary Wilson has said with refer- 
ence to the meat supply of this coun- 
try and take action to bring about a 
not in the future, after 
every other state in the south has 
reaped its reward, but right now. Let 
us go at this proposition conservative- 
ly, but with a firm determination to 
succeed. 

“Farmers should co-operate with the 
state veterinarian in the mattér of tick 
eradication, seek his advice and follow 
his suggestions. He can be of great 
benefit and his office and his services 
are open to them. Georgia is no longer 
suffering for a suitable market, but 
the market is suffering for the want 
of suitable beef cattle. 

“Atlanta slaughtered more. than 
three times as many cattle in 1912 as 
were slaughtered in 1911 and more 
than five times aS many cattic as In 
previous years that statistics are 
available. Even with this, only a 
small percentage of the better grade 
of beef cattle slaughtered in Atlanta 
in 1912 were Georgia-raised. Tennes- 
see has supplied the largest number of 
the best grades, while my company 
has in a few instances had to go as far 
away as St. Louls to obtain cattle suit- 
able for the best trade in dressed beef. 
These conditions should not be true. 
Our local markets should be supplied 
by our home people with the choicest 
and best beef. This is the kind of 
beef that makes the farmer money. It 
costs no more to. produce and com- 
mands the highest price when shipped 
to any market. 

Slaughter of Calves. 


“It is to be hoped that the Georgia 
legislature will enact some law 1look- 


ing to the betterment of the live stock 
industry in our state. We have laws 
which prevent the wholesale slaugh- 
ter of game, and why should we neg- 
lect meat food animals? It is a crime 
that calves are permitted ~to be 


|Slaughtered without regard to age or 
condition. 


If we had a law in this 
state prohibiting the sale for slaugh- 
ter of calves under one year or 
eighteen months of age the owners 
would then become interested in se- 
curing good breeds which they could 
afford to feed and to give attention 
throughout the period that they were 
prohibited by law from selling for 
slaughter. The result would be that 
instead of the many thousand calves 
which are sold now at prices ranging 
from 50 cents to $1.50, just in order to 
get rid of the animal and are hauled 
to the markets by the wagonload, they 
would come in carloads of beef cattle. 
Through these means the Georgia 
meat problem would be partly solved. 

“The introduction of beef cattle into 
this state does not mean the produc- 
tion of less cotton, but on the other 
hand, it means the production of more 
cotton on less acreage and at a much 
less cost to the farmer.” 


DOOLY COMMISSIONERS 
OPPOSING GRAND JURY 


Cofdele, Ga., January 28.—-(Special.) 
The conflict between the Dooly county 
grand jury and the board of county 
commissioners over the matter of au- 
diting the books of the county offi- 
cers is still being waged, and at pres- 
ent the commissioners seem to have 
the better of the situation. 

It was first thought that the ac- 
ion of the commissioners in refusing 
to pay for the work of auditing the 
books at the order of the grand jury 
Was due to some misarnropriation, 
but it now appears that their refusal 
was based on the grounds that the 
jurors were trying to infringe on au- 
thority that was invested in the 
commissioners. 

Though having agreed to sign a 
contract jointly with the grand. jury so 
as to have the work of auditing done 
over the heads of the commissioners, 
the ordinary of the county has now: 
reversed this decision and declines to 
do so. The Looks of the officials of 
Dooly have not been audited for four 
years, and it now appears that prob- 
ably another year will elapse before 
the work is taken up.
